Oberlin was victorious over 
both Amherst and Wellington, winning both contests by a score 
of eight to nothing. The following Friday, despite a gallant 
goal line stand, Oberlin lost its first game to the invading 
Huron Tigers, sixteen to fourteen. In their next game Oberlin, 
plagued by fumbles, lost to North Olmsted twenty to nothing. 
The week following the North Olmsted game found Oberlin 
dead-locked in a fourteen to fourteen tie with a strong Fair- 
view team. Oberlin's first away game, in spite of an intercepted 
pass for a touchdown by Jim Carpenter, ended in a twelve to 
six decision in favor of Bay Village. A thrilling contest with 
Westlake found the two teams tied six to six as the gun went 
off, but a Westlake penalty gave Oberlin the ball with time for 
one play.
